Rev.  Canon 
Crozier,  D.D.,  D.G.C.,  and  a  portion  of  Holy  Scripture  was  read 
by  Bro.  Rev.  T.  B.  Naylor,  D.D.,  D.M.,  No.  17. 

The  minutes  of  the  half-yearly  meeting,  held  at  Holy  wood  on  1st 
November,  1893,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Apologies  were  received  and  accepted  from  Bros.  Lord  Arthur 
Hill,  G.M.,  Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  Rev.  Canon  Dudgeon,  G.C.,  Rev.  L.  A. 
Pooler,  D  G.C.,  Rev.  John  M'Cracken,  D.G.C,  E.  S.  Finnigan,  M.G.C., 
Rev.  W.  F.  Legge,  DC,  No.  4 ;  Henry  Briggs,  D.S.,  No.  2  ;  Alex.  H. 
Gordon,  D.L ,  D.M.,  No.  5  ;  Rev.  John  Pim,  D.G.C,  and  Rev.  W.  H. 
MacAdam,  D.G.C. 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  for  Lower  Iveagh 
L.O.L.  No.  70,  No.  8  District,  in  the  name  of  Bro.  Archibald  M'Kinley, 
W.M.,  was  granted. 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  for  Ballylough  L.O.L. 
No.  235,  No.  8  District,  in  the  name  of  Bro.  Samuel  Dennison,  was 
granted. 

An  application  was  received  from  L.O.L.  No.  234,  Arclarragh,  to 
be  transferred  from  No.  9  Newry  District  into  No  3  Rathfriland 
District.

G.  Bailie,  D  S.,  No.  4,  and  it  was  resolved,  on  the  proposition  of 
Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  G.S.,  seconded  by  Bro.  S.  M'K.  Barry,  D.M., 
No.  15— "That  Bro.  Major  J.  N.  Blackwood  Price,  D.D.M.,  No.  5; 
Bro.  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C,  and  Bro.  "William  Gaw,  D.M.,  No. 
11,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Bangor,  and  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Orangemen  to  consider  the  best  manner  in  which  the  Institution 
may  be  revived  and  the  lodges  started  afresh." 

In  reference  to  the  application  made  at  the  last  meeting  by  L.O.L.

William  Shooter,  D.M.,  No.  7,  and  resolved — "That  the  key  of  the 
Donacloney  Orange  Hall  be  entrusted  to  Bro.  Bailie,  of  Donacloney, 
until  a  Trust  Deed  and  other  necessary  documents  be  drawn  up,  or 
until  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Down  requires  possession  of  the  key  and 
hall." 

Bro.  W.  J.  Agar,  D.S.,  No.  12,  brought  forward  the  question  of 
the  closing  of  the  Castlewellan  Orange  Hall,  which  provoked  a  long 
discussion, 

Proposed  by  Bro.  Rev.  Canou  Crozier,  D.G.C.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
William  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S  ,  and  resolved — "  That  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  meet  the  Castlewellan  Brethren  and  investigate  if  it  be  at 
all  possible  to  put  the  hall  into  habitable  order,  and,  if  so,  that  Lord 
Annesley  and  Mr.  Garrett  be  requested  to  abstain  from  proceedings  for 
six  months,  and,  that  if  it  be  considered  possible  to  collect  sufficient 
funds  to  pay  off  the  debts  on  the  hall,  the  money  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  County  Grand  Treasurer." 

The  following  were  appointed  members  of  the  committee  : — Bro. 
Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D,G.C.  (convener),  Bro.  John  Forsythe,  D.D.M., 
No.  14,  and  Bro.  William  Orr,  D.M.,  No.  9. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C.,.  and  resolved — "  That  we  have 
learned  with  sincere  regret  the  domestic  calamity  that  has  fallen  on 
our  esteemed  brother,  Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  and  desire  to  express  our  great 
sympathy  with  him  in  the  severe  affliction  with  which  it  has  pleased 
Almighty  God  to  visit  him." 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Unionist  Clubs 
Council  stating  that,  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the  Unionist 
Clubs,  the  County  Down  Grand  Lodge  was  entitled  to  send  two  repre- 
sentatives to  the  Unionist  Clubs  Council.

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Further,  to  finish  the  hall  and  make  it  serviceable  would  cost  £50.  We 
may,  therefore,  roughly  say  that  £120  is  required. 

In  accordance  with  Lord  Annesley's  wishes,  the  old  Trustees  have 
resigned,  with  the  exception  of  Lord  Arthur  Hill,  and  the  Castlewellan  lodges 
are  anxious  that  the  following  should  be  the  Trustees  : — Bros.  Lord  Arthur 
Hill,  G.M.,  Colonel  T.  Waring,  D.G.M.,  William  Johnston,  G.S.,  and  Rev.  L. 
A.  Pooler,  D.G.C. 

The  lodges  attending  the  hall  have  agreed  to  select  two  members  from 
each  lodge  to  be  a  hall  committee,  and  to  have  entire  control  of  the  hall — this 
committee  to  elect  its  own  chairman. 

The  committee  strongly  recommend  the  Castlewellan  brethren  to  the 
generosity  of  the  brethren  of  the  County,  and  trust  they  may  receive  substantial 
assistance  towards  paying  the  debt  and  finishing  the  work. 

The  committee  desire  to  state  that  they  were  met  in  the  most  fraternal 
spirit  by  the  Castlewellan  brethren.
